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CHRISTMAS ASSEMBLY 
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THEN THERE WERE NONE

It was acrisp, moist autumn evening, and the turning of the 
windmill slowed as the breeze died off from the west. The machinery 
stopped. At first there was one: a swallow attired in dark, silk tails, 
white buttoned-gloves, and ruffled lace below the beak was arranging 
his music on a thimble podium situated on what was to be the concert 
stage--the largest of the milling wheels. Taking a cane baton from 
under his shiny wing, he arrogantly tapped three times for the pre- 
paratory work of the feature concert of the Amsterdam Little Being 
(and anything which qualified) Philarmonic Orchestra to begin. 

Guests for the evening were the Pebble Brook Bug Choir from 
the local swamp--sixty delightful little gnats assembling on the far 
side of the stage, the proud choirmaster, a dragonfly, buzzing with 
excitement. And then there were seventy: nine brown spiders spread 
their months of labour across the stage as a curtain--nine finely- 
meshed webs which were roped and would be drawn by a beetle, who 
was always humming some Dutch ditty. 

Front and centre the orchestra was assembled. First and second 
violins would be handled by members of the red ant hill located near 
the large doors of the mill, who actually cheated and played upon 
finely taut blade fibres tempered from a recent hay harvest. The 
'cellos (large blades) were assembled behind and right; the flies 
were already applying rosin to their straw bows. Fourteen string 
basses were carried in next and were tuned by an enthusiastic group 
of June bugs to an A440 pitch, which never really was quite in tune, 
for they always seemed at their best in June. Four bees alighted 
back and centre, unscrewed their large proboscis attachments and 
replaced them with delicate horns, a sort of minute modification of 
pitcher plant. The woodwinds, of reeds from the swamp, were car- 
ried into position. The caterpillars then took off their shoes, for 
they insisted that it was more comfortable that way. A large wind 
bass, bassoons, French horns, and trombones augmented the 
orchestra numbers, modifications of foil wrapping intricately fash- 
ioned, 

One worried butterfly was distributing music and was "up in 
wings'' over two flute parts that were missing. A centipede was at 
the back of the stage tuning his six mushroom tympani, while a 
grasshopper, wearing sun-glasses and a beret, ran through a few 
taps on the snares, rang the "blue-bell'' chimes and sounded scales 
on the tinkling icicle glockenspiel. A mosquito, a little tipsy from 
musical celebration, was polishing his bottle-cap cymbals. The 
whole orchestra combined in a sough of tuning. 

Fireflies above lighted the stage colourfully through a tinted sky- 
line while ten wasps collected tickets at the front of the theatre and 
ushered concert-goers into their expensive box seats (elevated ruts) 
or the more centralized floor seats (a number of pine boughs) the 
superior comfort to which the blackflies always attested. 


The light of the golden moon flooded the stage; all became hushed. 


The conductor, the smartly-attired swallow, strutted on stage to the 
warm buzzing and winged applause of the audience. Now there were 
seven hundred: all filled the tiny hall. 

By a roll of the tympani, the concert commenced. The orchestra 
ran through a number of moving choral arrangements with the Choir 
and the dragonfly had to be removed for his refusal to cease taking 
'web-calls'’. The orchestra featured Beethoven from the classics 
and Stravinsky from the contemporary. A timid humming bird pro- 
grammed a few numbers from the Opera and encored with some 
Dutch ditty that she had picked up backstage from some beetle. The 
audience responded with mass clapping of antenae and buzzing of 
appendages. It was an evening resplendant of 'underworld culture". 
But dawn somehow found its way through the window. The concert 
had to end. 

After a short reception with rounds of dew and general comment 
besides, the audience left. The butterfly collected the music while 
the spiders folded away their webs. The ants encased their instru- 
ments, as did the other strings, and "headed for the hill". After 
some unscrewing, the bees buzzed off along with other brass and 
reed principals. The tympanist packed and was off; the percussion- 





ists had previously left with the other instruments; the glockenspiel 
were left to melt. The ticket vendors finished counting profit and left 
with the ''spots''--the fireflies. And then there was one: the swallow 
conductor surveyed the empty hall making sure all was in order; he 
flew to the middle of the stage and collected a tiny pair of sun-glass- 
es and a beret:
